Rev. Noel Porter, past president 
of the San Jose Rotary club, and an 
Episcopal pastor, “was the principal 
speaker at the luncheon of the 
Richmond Rotary club yesterday, tak- 
img as his subject, “Race Antagonism 
In America Must Go.” Larkin Younce 
was chairman of the day.

According to a statement aieée out 
‘yesterday by W. B. Trull, 
the Santa Fe road here, the com- 
pany.will spend a half million , dol: 
larg On work now in progress or on 
eontemplated improveinents in their 
plant here during the coming year. 

Part of this sum will be spent 
by the company in deepening the har- 
bor basin at the ferry slip and .the 
renewal: of the companies wharves. 
The remainder wi} Be spent to renew 
parts of the terminal here and to 
enlarge the company’s shops. 

The work of the company 
deepening the harbor and in renew- 
ing the wharves will enable the lar- 
gest lumber boats to come in and 
unload their cargoes. Formerly, ac- 
cording to Trull, the ships have 
landed at Ferry Point, but during
